He said the main message 
to both students and parents 
is to not worry if it is late 
this week or early next 
week before the student has 
his/her work packet, it is 
coming and there is plenty 
of time to get it all done. 
Not getting any in too big of 
a rush and/or overwhelmed 
is why Moseley said he and 
his administrators wanted 
this week to focus more on 
the teachers building the 
work for their students and 
making contact with them 
to say ‘hi’ and discuss what 
is coming. 

“We [Elba City Schools] 
want to do everything we 
can to get the students 
through their classes in 
order to complete this 
school year,” Moseley said. 
“The overall idea is to not 
negatively affect a student’s 
current grade going in to 
this final nine weeks of the 
school year.” 

He said there may be 
some students struggling in 
a class or needs some extra 
attention to help him/her get 
a credit needed to complete 
these course/grade, and the 
teachers and staff will do 
everything necessary to 
help make sure that students 
‘gets the help he/she needs to 
accomplish it.

Elba City Schools now delivering big end-of-the-year test 
meals for children each Monday

Elba City Schools super- 
intendent Chris Moseley 
said the school system’s 
child nutrition program 
began its meal delivery pro- 
gram Monday, April 6, for 
the remainder of this school 
year. 

Meals are distributed on 
Mondays only each week 
and includes five breakfast 
and five lunch meals for that 
week. This is for children 
between ages 1 through 18. 

Per USDA guidelines, 
children must be present in 
order for meals to be pro- 
vided. This is for pick-up of 
meals only, and no meals 
can be consumed on site. 

“As long as students are 
participating and are at the 
delivery sites to receive the 
meals, we will continue this 
program through the end of 


the school year,” Moseley 
said. “However, if children. 
are not coming to receive 
their meals, we will have to 
look at discontinuing this 
program. So, we encourage 
parents to be sure their chil- 
dren are coming to one of 
the six different delivery 
sites to get their meals each 
Monday.” : 

The meals are being de- 
livered via school buses, 
Moseley said. 

The superintendent said 
any person or family having 
trouble getting to one of the 
delivery sites can contact 
him or child nutrition pro- 
gram coordinator Christina 
Morgan, and they would see 
if there is any possible way 
to help with that situation. 
He said he could not guar- 
antee a resolution, but they

Mayor Mickey Murdock confirms first 
COVID-19 case of an Elba resident nation. Elba’s grocery store, 


The first confirmed case 
of COVID-19 was revealed 
earlier this week involving a 
resident of the City of Elba. 

Elba Mayor Mickey Mur- 
dock released a statement 
Monday afternoon, April 6, 
letting the citizens of Elba 
know that he had been con- 
tacted by Coffee County 
EMA to confirm an individ- 
ual living in Elba had tested 
positive for the COVID-19 
virus. As per HIPPA [Health 
Insurance Portability and 
Accountability Act] rules, 
no identifying information 
on that individual was re- 
leased. 

HIPAA, passed by Con- 
gress in 1996, is designed to 
protect the rights of the in- 
dividual and to secure indi- 
vidual health care 
information. _ Therefore, 
Coffee County EMA direc- 
tor James Brown said his of- 
fice cannot give out 
identifying information, nor 
can any other public offices. 

However, Brown said to 
keep local elected officials 


aware of issues in their

towns and cities, Coffee 


County EMA does inform - 


mayors if they have cases of 
COVID-19 in their city or 
town when that information 
is provided to EMA from 
the Alabama Department of 
Public Health. 

“We do not and cannot 
give any other identifying or 
location information,” 
Brown said. 

Location _ information 
means no specific identify- 
ing addresses are provided 
on the individual. 

“The mayors are under no 
obligation to release this in- 
formation [provided to them 
from Coffee County EMS] 
to anyone, but if they 
choose to in order to pro- 
vide their citizens with a 
sense of the seriousness of 
this crisis we find no issue 
with this since it contains no 
other identifying infor- 
mation,” Brown said. “If, 
however, they were to find 
out through other means and 
publish or discuss the per-

He did note that not doing the work at all 
would negatively affect the student; there- 
fore, it is important for parents to ensure 
their child or children are doing the work 
and returning it to their teacher(s). 

As for the remainder of this week, the su- 
perintendent said they are asking 
parents/students to hold off on outside traf- 
fic coming to the schools and be patient re- 
garding the student packets that are being 
built by the teachers this week. 

“Next week, we will most likely do a 
drive-thru service at the schools where par- 
ents/students can come pick up and/or drop 
off things,” Moseley said. “If you need 
something from the school immediately, 
please call ahead and make an appoint- 
ment.” 

During this week, Moseley said the 
school staff also would be gathering up any 
personal belongings of the students that can 
be picked up next week when the drive-thru 
service begins. He said the drive-thru serv- 
ice will be used for picking up personal be- 
longings, returning textbooks to the school, 
and even picking up the student work 
packet [when email is not available for that 
student]. 

“There will be personnel on hand for the 
drive-thru service,” Moseley said. “When 
the parent/student drives up, he/she will tell 
the staff which grade and student name, and 
the staff will retrieve the belongings for that 
student.” 

Moseley said any student work packets 
hand delivered do not need to be returned 
to the school. Instead, he said the students’ 
work should be returned to each individual 
teacher electronically, such as by email. 

“Emails are about to be the most impor- 
tant asset between teachers, parents, and 
students,” Moseley said. “Where available, 
the teachers will even deliver the work 
packets to the students via email rather than 
them having to pick a packet up at the 
school.” 

Moseley said utilizing email will help cut 
down on the number of copies having to be 
made by the teacher, but he assured, that the 
school would make any and all necessary 
copies for students that did not have access 
to email. 

“Doing as much as we can electronically 
will be the best solution for all and it cuts 
down on any person-to-person contact,” 
Moseley said. 

He noted that students will be asked to re- 
turn their completed work to their teacher 
by email [if possible]. He said the stu- 
dents/parents can take a photo of the com- 
pleted work, scan it, etc. to return to the 
teacher. Also, he said if the student/parent 
has no way of printing off a worksheet, 
he/she can simply ‘do'the work on another 
sheet of paper and return that to the teacher 
for grading. 

“We are trying to get a good email for the 
student or parent to make this process work 
more smoothly,” Moseley said.

The superintendent reiterated that the 
work and/or tests included during this time 
for students cannot hurt the students current 
grade going in to this fourth nine weeks. He 
said it can only enhance or improve a grade. 

“Our goal for now is to keep the same end 
of school date as previously announced 
with our school calendar,” Moseley said. 
“The state department of education’s June 
Sth end of school date announced recently 
certainly gives us some extra time if for 
some reason we need to extend, but for 
now, we are still focused on working to end 
our school year for Elba City Schools at the 
same time as we would have prior to the 
COVID-19 pandemic.” 

Another item of interest the superintend- 
ent discussed earlier this week included the 
work schedule for the teachers, admin- 
istrators and staff at Elba City Schools for 
the remainder of the school year. 

“We are going to a 4-day work week, like 
we do each summer,” Moseley said. “This 
will follow a basic regular school day Mon- 
day — Thursday each week.” 

He said administrators and central office 
staff would be on site each Monday — 
Thursday, and the teacher would be given 
2-day per week work schedule where they 
would be able to be at the school to field 
questions from students/parents or make 
their own phone calls to the students if 
needed. However, he said some teacher may 
choose to work strictly from their home and 
utilize their own phone data, etc. for such 
matters and that is acceptable as well. 

Moseley said a group of teachers would 
be assigned Mondays and Wednesdays to 
be at school while other teachers would be 


-assigned Tuesdays and Thursdays to be at 


the school, if they so choose, each week. He 
said teachers would be working from 8 a.m, 
~-2 p.m. during this new work schedule. 

Additionally, Moseley said he had re- 
ceived many questions regarding gradu- 
ations. He said the school system is going 
to do everything it can to continue to have 
a graduation ceremony, especially for sen- 
iors. It is postponed for now, but he said 
once the state allows for events to be held 
again, a new date would be announced for 
graduation for this year’s seniors. 

He said the school system also would 
look at the possibility for kindergarten and 
sixth grade graduations at a later date, but 
the priority at this time would be ensuring, 
obviously, a graduation ceremony for sen- 
iors first. 

“We will continue to update our students 
and parents as often and best we can as is- 
sues arise for the remainder of this unprece- 
dented time for our schools,” Moseley said. 
“We will utilize our Facebook pages, our 
call system, and our local newspaper, etc. to 
deliver updates to everyone. We want our 
people to be as informed as we can possibly 
keep them while we all navigate through 
this time. And, most importantly, we want 
everyone to stay safe!”

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Alabama’s State Health Officer issues ‘Stay at 
Home’ order and more quarantine requirements 


On Friday, April 3rd, 
State Health Officer Dr. 
Scott Harris issued a health 
order effective until April 
30 which requires every 
person in Alabama to stay at 
his or her place of residence 
except as necessary to per- 
form essential activities. 

Anyone leaving home 
must maintain six feet of 
separation from other 
prveeGeapr bes ees 
Essential activities are de- 
fined in the health order and 
are as follows: 

¢ To obtain necessary 
supplies 

* To obtain or provide 
necessary services 

* To attend religious serv- 
ices 

* To take care of others 

¢ To work at essential 
businesses and operations 

* To engage in outdoor 
activity 

* To seek shelter 

* To travel as required by 
law 

* To see family members 

Essential businesses and 
operations, listed below, 
must take all reasonable 
steps to avoid gatherings of 
10 persons or more and 
maintain a consistent. six- 
foot distance between per-

¢ Essential government 
functions 

*Health-care providers 
and caregivers 

¢ Essential infrastructure 

* Manufacturing facilities 

¢ Agricultural operations 
and farms, Essential re- 
tailers 

* Essential services 

* Media operations

* Professional services 

* Providers of basic ne- 
cessities to economically 
disadvantages populations 

* Construction and con- 
struction-related services 

* Essential public services 

* Military or defense op- 
erations 

* Essential services or 
product providers 

* Religious entities 

* Federally designated 
critical infrastructure 

* Other state-designated 
essential businesses and op- 
erations 

Any person who has 
tested positive for COVID- 
19 shall be quarantined to 
their place of residence for 
a period of 14 days after re- 
ceiving positive test results. 


Quarantined persons may 
not leave their place of res- 
idence for any reason other 
than to seek necessary med- 
ical treatment. 

The statewide order also 
requires quarantined per- 
sons to take precautions as 
directed by their health care 
provider or the Alabama 
Department of Public 
Health (ADPH) to prevent 
the spread of the disease to 
others. Persons needing as- 
sistance with their needs 
while under quarantine may 
contact Alabama Voluntary 
Organizations Active in 
Disaster (VOAD). 
Requests for exemptions 
will no longer be accepted. 
One of the items addresses 
attendance at religious serv- 
ices and reads as follows: 

“A person may leave his 
or her place of residence to 
attend an event that is a re- 
ligious worship service, 
wedding, or funeral in either 
of the following circum- 
stances: 

(i) — The event involves 
fewer than 10 people and 
the people maintain a con- 
sistent six-foot distance 
from one another; or 

(ii) The event is a 
“drive-in” worship service 
that adheres to the follow- 
ing rules: 

1. All participants shall 
remain in their vehicles for 
the entirety of the service; 

2. The participants in 
each vehicle all share the 


same place of residence; © 


and 

3. Participants do not in- 
teract with participants in 
another vehicle.” 

Regarding grocery stores, 
pharmacies and other stores, 
the following rules apply: 

Emergency maximum 
occupancy rate. A retail 
store shall allow no more 
than 50 percent of its nor- 
mal occupancy load inside 
the store at any one time. 
The store must station 
enough staff at the store en- 
trances and exits to enforce 
this requirement. 

Social distancing.An 
employee of a retail store 
may not knowingly allow 
customers or patrons to con- 

‘ gregate within six feet of 
one another. 

Sanitation.A retail store 
shall take reasonable steps 
to comply with guidelines 
on sanitation from the 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention and ADPH. ' 


Permissible reasons for 
people to leave their res- 


idences and places where , f 


they may go are described 
in more detail in the health 
order which may be viewed 
at alabamapublichealth.gov. 

The April 3rd order su- 
persedes and preempts all 
orders previously issued by 
the State Health Officer and 
Jefferson and Mobile 
County Health Officers 
concerning COVID-19 
mitigation measures. Jeffer- 
son and Mobile County 
Health Officers are author- 
ized, after approval by the 
State Health Officer, to im- 


plement more stringent 
measures as local circum- 
stances require.

Coffee County's first COVID-19 confirmation of 
a resident announced last Thursday, April 2nd 


The Alabama Department 
of Public Health (ADPH) 
reported Thursday, April 1, 
its first case of COVID-19 
in a resident of Coffee 
County. 

As of Tuesday afternoon, 
April 7, Coffee County was 
up to eight confirmed cases 
involving residents. 

Statewide, there had been 
2,105 total confirmed cases 
of the virus as of 2:30 p.m. 
Tuesday, April 7, with 271 
hospitalizations of those 
sick with COVID-19. At 
that time, 39 deaths of Ala- 
bamians had been attributed 
to the virus and an ad- 
ditional 17 deaths remained 
under investigation to see if 
they too would be attrib- 
uted. 

Most patients —_- with 
COVID-19 infection have 
mild respiratory illness 
along with fever, cough and 
shortness of breath. Some 
have more severe symp- 
toms that require hospital- 
ization. 

Health officials urge 
anyone experiencing symp- 
toms to first notify their 
healthcare provider so that 
proper precautions can be

“Stay at Home” Statewide Public Health Order 
Frequently Asked Questions for Businesses 


1.May!doX, Y, orZ? 


The answer depends on the language of the state 
health order. But before asking whether you can 
legally do X, Y, or Z, ask yourself, “ls doing X, Y,orZa 
good idea?” If doing x, Y, or Z would increase the risk of 
transmitting COVID-19, try not to doit. : 


2. May | continue operating my business? 


It depends. Under the order, people may leave home 
for certain work-related reasons, such as to work 

for one of the many listed “essential business and 
operations.” People can also leave home to help any 
business “maintain” its value (e.g, security, payroll, 
inventory), to enable other people to work or shop 
remotely (including curbside pickup or delivery), or if 
their work requires no regular interaction within six feet 
of another person. Some businesses, however—the 
entertainment venues, athletic facilities, and “close- 
contact” service providers listed in paragraph 5—are 
specifically closed to nonemployees. 


3. How do | know if a business or operation may 
continue operating as “essential”? 


Please refer to the list of essential businesses and 
operations in paragraph 2 of the order. Note especially 
that paragraph 2 incorporates this list of essential 
infrastructure from the federal government. 


4. What if | operate a store that is not an “essential” 
business or operation, but the store is not 
specifically ordered to close—for example, furniture 
stores, clothing stores, beauty supply stores, or 
tobacco stores. May I continue operating my store? 
May | at least offer curbside pickup or delivery? 


See FAQ #2 above, as well as paragraph 1 of the order 
allowing people to leave home to get “necessary” 
services and supplies. Taken together, these rules can 
be boiled down to this: “You can always deliver. And if 
the customer can leave their house for it, you can meet 
them at the curb.” 


5. What if my business provides services but is 

not on the“essential” list and is not specifically 
closed—for example, pet groomers, home 
cleaning services, or lawn services? May | continue 
operating my business? 


It depends. As mentioned above in FAQ #2, people 
can leave home to work if they will have no regular

interaction within six feet of another person. So home 
cleaning services and lawn services conceivably may 
continue to operate. If you provide a service that 
requires customers to leave their homes, remember 
that they may leave only to get “necessary” services as 
defined in paragraph 1 of the order. 


6. May | change my business model to become an 
“essential” business or operation? 


Yes, if your business truly becomes an essential 
business or operation. But if you try to circumvent the 
order without fully becoming an essential business or 
Operation, then you are in violation of the order and will 
face criminal liability. 


7. If may continue operating my business, what steps 
must I take to protect customers and employees? 
Essential businesses and operations must take “all 
reasonable steps” to avoid gatherings of 10 or more 
persons. They also must take “all reasonable steps” 

to keep customers and employees six feet apart from 
one another. Beyond that, “essential retailers”—for 
example, grocery stores, pharmacies, and “big box” 
stores—must implement a 50% “emergency maximum 
occupancy rate,” keep customers six feet apart, 

and follow sanitation guidelines from public health 
authorities. For details, see paragraph 6 of the order. 
And remember: Even if your business may continue 
Operating, you are always encouraged to go above and 
beyond the requirements of the order to reduce the 
spread of COVID-19. 


8. May | continue operating my childcare center? 


Child day care facilities may continue to operate if 12 
ormore children are not allowed ina room or other 
enclosed space at the same time. These facilities are 
encouraged to use enhanced sanitation and social- 
distancing practices consistent with guidance from the 
Centers for Disease Control and Prevention and the 
Alabama Department of Public Health. 


9. If | may continue operating my business, will the 
government provide my employees “credentials” 
to allow them to go to and from work? 


No, the government will not be issuing credentials, But 


you can do so, if you would like to. The decision whether 
toissue credentials to your employees is left up to you.

1.May!doX, Y, orZ?

If doing x, Y, or Z would increase the risk 
of transmitting COVID-19, try not to doit. 


2. When can I leave my home? 


You may leave home only to do “essential activities” 
allowed by the order. For example, you can go 

get “necessary” services or supplies, and you can 
help other people (or pets!) get these necessary 
services or supplies. You can also go to work in some 
circumstances. There are a few other “essential 
activities” listed in the order; most are addressed in 
some way on this FAQ. 


3. What are “necessary” supplies or services? 


The order gives several examples of necessary 
services and supplies—for example, food, 
pharmaceuticals, gas for your car, and emergency 
medical care. In each case, the services and 
supplies must be “necessary” for a person’s (or 
apet'’s) safety, sanitation, or daily routine. But 
remember: Always ask yourself whether going 
somewhere, even for “necessary” supplies and 
services, would increase the risk of COVID-19 
transmission. If you can delay, delay. 


4. Can I goto church? What about weddings 
and funerals? 


Yes, you may attend these services, but only in limited 
circumstances. A service can proceed in person if 

it involves fewer than 10 people spaced at least six 
feet apart from one another. Or, it can be a “drive- 

in” service where people remain in cars with other 
people from their household—spaced six feet away 
from people in other cars, To help prevent COVID-19 
transmission, every effort should be made to conduct 
these services through remote participation. 


5. What can! do outside? Can! play golf or tennis? 
Can I take my children to the playground? What 
about boating, hunting, and fishing? 

Generally, you may go outside as longas you stay six 
feet apart from other people—and never congregate 
inagroup of 10 or more people. But some outside

activities are specifically prohibited—including 
spectator sports, sports that involve interaction 
within 6 feet of another person, activities that require 
the use of shared equipment, and commercial 

or public playground equipment. In short, keep 
exercising and go outside—but avoid activities that 
increase the risk of spreading COVID-19. 


6. Am | allowed to leave home for work? 


Yes. You may go to work if your workplace is one of 
the many “essential businesses and operations” 
listed in the order. Even if your work is not listed 

as “essential,” you may also go to work if doing so 
would allow your employer to “maintain” its value 
(for example, providing security or managing 
inventory), or if doing so would allow other people to 
work or shop remotely (including drive-by, curbside, 
and delivery), or if doing so would require no regular 
interaction within six feet of another person. 


7. What about cleaning services, remodeling 
crews, home health workers, and lawn services? 
In other words, can people come to my home to 
provide services? 


It depends. As mentioned above in question 6, 
people can go to work for an “essential” business 

or if they will have no regular interaction within six 
feet of another person. So it may be legal to provide 
some of these services at your home, especially 

lawn services. (“Home health workers and aides” are 
specifically listed as essential.) But always ask, “is this 
a good idea”? If you can delay the service, delay it. 


8. May Il leave my home to transfer custody of 
my children? What about visiting family? 

Yes, the order allows people to leave home to travel 
as required by court order, including specifically the 
“transportation of children as required by a custody 
agreement.” You may also visit family, as long as it’s 
at their place of residence. 


9. When I do leave home, does it matter how! 
travel? Can | travel by bus? What about airlines? 


The order does not prohibit any method of travel. But 
remember: You should make every effort to avoid 
situations that increase the risk of spreading COVID-19.
